“Present revenues will not meet 
the demand of the Missouri Soc­ 
ial Security payments under

present interpretation

need,” 
was a statem ent made by V. S. 
Harschbarger, district

of the Missouri Social Security, at 
the meeting of the Sikeston Ki- 
wanis Club held at Hotel Marshall 
on Friday evening. 
There is nothing in the Missouri 
law which 
says 
that 
relatives 
should support those who norm al­ 
ly would be dependent upon them, 
he said. 
At the present time, the 
Missouri Social Security workers 
are compelled to adm inister two 
laws—the Federal Social 
Secur­ 
ity law and the Missouri Social 
Security law. 
Since the Missouri 
law does not conform in its en- 
tfrely with the Federal laws,, this 
is necessary. 
It is hoped that the 
present legislature will moke such 
changes as necessary. 
The present Missouri law gives 
aid to persons over 70 years 
of 
age. The Federal law gives aid to 


those over 65 years of age, and 
defines needy strictly. 
There are 
74,000 in Missouri who are over 
70 years of age on old age assist­ 
ance. 
At $20 per month per per­ 
son, the total payments 
would 
am ount to $36,000,000 in a 
two 
year period. When the age is low­ 
ered to sixty-five, the payments 
will increase to over $50,000,000 
every two 
years. 
The 
Federal 
governm ent will pay one-half of 
this amount.

Harschbarger 
explained 
that under his 
supervision 
are 
the following 
divisions

Social Security program: .-Old-age 
assistance, aid to dependent child- 
dren, relief in

We are acquained with the announced purposes of the American 
Legion and Rotary Club to do great things for the boys of our coun­ 
try, but we cannot escape that fact that there are today more boys in 
court than ever before in this community. 
W hat’s wrong with us? 
We’re holding missionary institutes everywhere, and preaching 
sermons, and writing tracts, and going to prayer meeting, and looking 
and acting piously, and juvenile delinquency steadily increases. 
As this newspaper goes to press farm ers from every school dis­ 
trict in the county are holding a big meeting and planning to raise 
better corn and better pastures and better bulls and better hogs. 
The 
meeting tomorrow which is designed to aid in the production of better 
boys and girls will probably attract a handful of people. 
If we keep on a while in the way we are going we’ll be sending 
as m any boys to Boonville as we send bulls to the stockyards. 
And 
we’ll be sending girls to Chillicothe by truckload as we send hogs to 
St. Louis. 
Yes, we think we know the answer. Preaching and praying won’t 
do the job. 
Fine churches and trained choirs are not the 
answer. 
Those things will help, but they are not enough.

Youth will be busy. Youth demands activity. Youth insists upon hav­ 
ing fun.

of the Missouri Social Security, at 
the m eeting of the Sikeston Ki- 
wanis Club held at Hotel Marshall 
on Friday evening. 
There is nothing in the Missouri 
law which 
says 
that 
relatives 
should support those who norm al­ 
ly would be dependent upon them, 
he said. 
At the present time, the 
Missouri Social Security workers 
are com pelled to administer two 
law s— the Federal Social 
Secur­ 
ity law and the Missouri Social 
Security law. 
Since the Missouri 
law does not conform in its en­ 
tirely with the Federal laws, this 
is necessary. 
It is hoped that the 
present legislature w ill make such 
changes as necessary. 
The present Missouri law gives 
aid to persons over 70 years 
of 
I age. The Federal law gives aid to 


those over 65 years of age, and 
defines needy strictly. 
There are 
74,000 in Missouri who are over 
70 years of age on old age assist­ 
ance. 
At $20 per month per per­ 
son, the total payments 
would 
amount to $36,000,000 in a 
two 
year period. When the age is low ­ 
ered to sixty-five, the payments 
w ill increase to over $50,000,000 
every two 
years. 
The 
Federal 
governm ent w ill pay one-half of 
this amount. 
Mr. 
Harschbarger 
explained 
that under his 
supervision 
are 
the follow ing 
divisions 
of 
the 
Social Security program: -Old-age 
assistance, aid to dependent child- 
dren, relief in 
general, 
surplus 
commodity distribution, 
selection

COMMITTEE HAS

The Book Selection Committee 
chosen by the Women’s Club 
to 
work with Miss Blair Law, librar­ 
ian, in selecting the $600 worth of 
books which the club voted to give 
to the Library has begun its work 
in earnest. 
This generous gift is intended 
to fulfill in as far as such a small 
amount of money could do, so the 
campaign promises of the 
club, 
made at the time 
of the 
bond 
election, to make available to the 
general public a large and varied 
list of titles, will result in read­ 
able books in many subjects. They 
will meet the desires of people of 
all ages and interests for attrac­ 
tive and profitable reading 
m a­ 
terial. 
Inasmuch as comparatively few 
children’s books arc available and 
little has been thus far spent on 
books in this flield. A considerable 
portion of the money will be spent 
in this division to 
provide 
the 
most attractive old and new titles 
for general reading, as well as a 
number of books especially help­ 
ful in the pursuit of leisure time 
activities. 
Books to meet the special needs 
of older young people will also be 
given very careful 
consideration 
as well as books for adult educa­ 
tion. 
The three purposes 
uppermost 
1 in the minds of committee mem- | 
bers are the children’s collection, 
the collection 
for 
older 
young 
people and books in many 
sub­ 
jects that will be especially 
ap­ 
pealing to the adult. 
The committee wishes to buy 
as few books as possible that are 
strictly in the text book class as 
these are not so well 
suited 
to 
education of the voluntary type. 
Many publications of the Am­ 
erican Library Association are in 
the hands of the 
committee 
as 
they begin to make their 
selec­ 
tions. 
A really helpful book is 
“Buying List of Books for Small 
Libraries,” a 1936 publication of 
the A. L. A. listing 1750 titles. An 
additional publication is 
“Read­ 
able Books in Many 
Subjects”; 
“Book Selection” by Drury. Thei 
“Standard Library Text” was also 
carefully studied by 
Mrs. T. A. 
Martin chairman of the commit­ 
tee this past summer along with 
many other shipments of material 
from the State Library Commis­ 
sion and The University of Mis­ 
souri Library. “By Way of Intro­ 
duction”, a new book list just off 
the press, listing 1200 titles espe­ 
cially suited to older young peo­ 
ple, is also 
in

hands. 
Mrs. L. M. Hollenbeck and Mrs.

best return for the money.

Missouri, as well as all

states, must decide the direction 
in which old age assistance is to 
go. 
Thus far, no state has found 
a satisfactory 
program 
in 
be­ 
tween the two extremes of grant­ 
ing assistance solely on the basis 
of need, and the granting of as­ 
sistance on a flat pension basis to 
all above the qualifying age. 
It 
is generally recognized that 
the 
economy of the state cannot fin­ 
ance a flat pension to the 306,000 
persons above the age of 65. 


ADEQUATE STAFF NEEDED 


It is possible for Missouri to de­ 
velop and maintain a sound pro­ 
gram of old age assistance. If the 
old age asssitance program is to be 
developed in that direction, there 
are two important essentials. First 
is legislation, backed 
by 
public 
opinion, which stipulates that as­ 
sistance is to be granted on 
the 
basis of need, determined through 
careful investigation, and that all 
resources, whatever their nature, 
arc to be utilized in planning for 
the applicant’s care. 


The second is an administrative 
appropriation sufficient 
to 
em­ 
ploy a competent staff of 
home 
visitors to study eligibility and to 
plan 
with 
applicants. 
Withoul 
legislation emphasizing the 
nec­ 
essity of granting 
assistance on 
the basis of need, and appropria­ 
tion for staff adequate to admin­ 
ister the program, it is impossible 
to predict the ultimate costs of old 
age assistance. 
The program, if 
administered 
on the basis of need, will result in 
adequate care to Missouri’s needy 
aged, in a 
solvent 
state, 
with 
funds sufficient for other necess­ 
ary governmental activities, 
and 
will result in no increase in taxa­ 
tion. The opposite extreme of as­ 
sistance not granted on the basis 
of need eventually cost $73,000,- 
000 a year.

to those who are to receive aid. 
It was pointed out that, with the 
present trend, there 
would 
be 
more needy in 15 or 20 years from 
now than there is today, and that 
the sales tax would have to be 
increased to 6 or 8 per cent in 
order to meet the payments, un­ 
less there was stricter definitions. 
Aid is given to the dependent 
children under sixteen years of 
age, who are orphans 
or 
who 
have lost one parent and do not 
have financial means of support 
themselves, or who are physicially 
or mentally deficient in some form. 
General relief is based strictly 
on those who are in need, and is 
only temporarily given. 
In the selection for boys for the 
CCC camps, the requirements are 
stricter than at first.
